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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 



The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

1. Claims 1-10,15-25,30-38,43-53,58-60 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Chen et al. (U.S. Patent Number 5,923,650) in view of Ali et al. (U. S. Patent 
Number 5,896,411). 

Regarding claims 1-3,5,19,20,47,48, Chen et al. discloses essentially all the claimed 
invention as set fourth in the instant application, further Chen et al. discloses a method and 
apparatus for reverse link rate scheduling as exhibited in figure 12, in addition Chen et al. 
discloses a common power control signal on a carrier wave and transmitted from a base station to 
a plurality of subscriber units, Chen et al. discloses in column 40 lines 6-23 puncture bits (which 
reads on a plurality of inhibit bits corresponding to a reverse link and indicating whether a 
dedicated burst mode has been scheduled for the reverse link common channel) however Chen 
et al. fails to disclose a plurality of power control bits. 

In the same field of endeavor, Ali et al. discloses a enhanced reverse link power control 
in a wireless communication system. Ali et al. further discloses a plurality of power control bits 
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corresponding to a reverse link to adjust it reverse link transmission power in column 6 lines 1- 



Therefore, it would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art at the time 
the invention was made to improve Chen et al. by modifying a method and apparatus for reverse 
link rate scheduling with a plurality of power control bits as taught by Ali et al. for the purpose 
of ensuring an acceptable service quality. 

Regarding claims 4, 7- 9, 7,22,-24, 35-37, 50-52, Chen et al. discloses everything 
claimed, as applied above (see claim 1) additionally, Chen et al. discloses a plurality of reverse 
link connon channels are offset from one another as disclosed in column 7 lines 15-23. 

Regarding claim 6, Chen et al. discloses everything claimed, as applied above (see claim 
1) additionally, Chen et al. discloses in column 2 lines 45-50 (which reads on) a first and second 
power control/inhibit bit stream of offset from the first power control. 

Regarding claims 10,25,38,53, Chen et al. discloses everything claimed, as applied 
above (see claim 1) however, Chen et al. fails to disclose a third and fourth power control/inhibit 
bit stream the corresponds to the third and fourth reverse link common channel. 

Especially in view of the fact that Chen et al. does provide for the uses of a first and 
second power control/inhibit bit stream disclosed in column 2 lines 45-50. 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill at the time the invention 
was made to modify Posner et al. by specifically providing for a third and fourth power 
control/inhibit bit stream the corresponds to the third and fourth reverse link common channel as 
taught by Chen et al. for the purpose of ensuring an acceptable service quality.

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Regarding claim 15,16,17,31,32,44,45,59,60, Chen et al. discloses everything claimed, 
as applied above (see claim 1) additionally, Chen et al. discloses common power control on a 
forward link carrier wave of a Walsh channel in a cdma system a common power control signal 
and a (interleaved bits into another signal space, which reads on) a quick paging signal as 
disclosed in column 7 lines 5-10. 

Regarding claims 18,21,30,33,34,43, Chen et al. discloses everything claimed, as 
applied above (see claim 1) additionally, Chen et al. discloses a base station supports 
communications with a CDMA system comprising, an antenna (60), a interface (62), a 
spreader/despreader (64), a coder/decoder (66,72), processing circuitry (68), memory (94), a base 
station controller (14) as exhibited in figure 2,3. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 1-14,26-29,39-42 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims.

Chen et al. (U. S. Patent Number 5,923,650) discloses method and apparatus for reverse 
link rate scheduling;
